C^Diml8i9l6Ben Hold Conference 
but Panama’s Bepreselitallves 
Decline to Accept Conceasioni 
From Colombia. » 


Colon, Nov. 20,-The Panama ian com­ 
mission to day m et aboard the steamer 
Canada members of the Colombian com­ 
mission. who^made strong appeals to the 
Panamaians for the Colombian republic, 
promising concessions 
and protection. 
Panamaians unimposedly declined every­ 
thing. At the termination of the confer­ 
ence 
the 
Panamaians and Colombians 
breakfasted together on board the Can­ 
ada. 
The Colombians appeared ignorant 
of the true state of affairs on the isthmus, 
particularly of the rapidity of develop­ 
ments and friendliness 
of 
the 
United 
State.s 
They were Iirformed of the slgn- 
iiys of the can al\reaty and this morning 
ìGovernor Melendear communicated to thfm 
a message he had received from the junta 
to the effect that thè United S ta t^ guar- 
aíítí‘od the sovereignty and independence 
Ola the republic of Panama. These façte 
opened the Colombians’ eyes to th t truth 
Æind affected their attitude toward Pana- 
'tpaians. 
'- 


,Thé Colombian and Panamaian commlsr 
sioners went a.shore and arm in arm walk­ 
ed to the end of the dock,, where a hun­ 
dred soldiers of the new republic formed 
in two line.s and pjt%sented arms. As the 
commissioners pa.ssed through the lines 
^rums were beaten and bugles sounded. 
The party afterward rode about the city 
in carriage. 


Tbe conference wa.s continued Informally 
this àfternoon, when a document was 
drawn up and signed by all comml.s.sion- 
er.s, .setting forth details of the conference. 
General Holguin of the Colombian com­ 
mission asked,' finally, if the Colombians 
could do anything whatever to regain the 
isthmus, and Senor Arias an.swered it was 
decidedly and ab,solutely impossible. He, 
tìpw’eyer,' expre.%ed* the desfre ' o'f isth­ 
mian^ for close and friendly relations with 
Çoloinbia. 


The question _of Colombia’s recognition 
of the republic of Panama - and Colom- 
bia’s “po.s,sible equity in the canal, railroad 
a,nd other interests of the isthmus was 
riot broached. ' 
■GENERAL REYES INTERVIEW EDX 
Colon, Nov. 20,—The As.sociated I^e.ss 
had an interview this afternoon with 
Geperál Reye.s, distingui-shed Colombian 
^bldier, who came to the isthmus on a 
peace mi,ssion, representing his gov^ern- 
ment,,. Ho said he was going to Washing­ 
ton for the purpose ^ f doing his utmost to 
amicably arrange affairs. 
He said Col­ 
ombia is desperate and he doubted if the 
Wa.shington government realized the seri­ 
ousness of establi-shlng a precedent'in re­ 
cognising Panama. 
He .said 
It 
would 
.stimulate the ambition of the German 
colony In Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, which 
Is ÎTiélined to independence. 
Reyes said 
he; assured Adniilral Coghlan that Colom­ 
bia ^w’ould not attempt to land troops on 
the istlunus ifntil he reached Washirig- 
ton. VI also told Admiral Coghlan,” said 
Reyes, “that if my efforts at^Washington 
failed to bring aj^ut some arrangement 
concerning the presetit situation on. the 
isthmus satisfactory to . Colombia ' the 
.tJnlted States would have to fight the en- 
tlr eColomblan people and that It would 
be a second Boer war 
"I n»ay projiose when in Washington a 
Çlan contemplating rè-entrance of Panama 
into the C^omblan union and moving of 
the Colombian, capital to Panama «Ity. I 
am'^spre that this idea wili receive the 
support of all Colombians. I do not just 
know what my course of action will be, 
but I « am going to Washington In the in­ 
terests of Colon>bla and of civilization.” 
A«ked whether Colombian troopos could 
reach, the isthmus by lan^, Rçyes answer­ 
ed; 
;Yes: I can get 100,000 men, build 
rpad< and, if it were not for Americans, 
could fsubdue the Isthmus in a fortnight. 
I' would rather die for honor and in de­ 
fence of the .integrity of my country tlian 
sit .wiih hands folded and see her lose the* 
isthtnus.” 


^ ey ¿ s to day sent a cablegram to Bo- 
goia^ advising his, government it was im­ 
possible to reach any. agreement with 
Panama and hence Colombia’s relations 
w ii^ 'that o^'ernment were severed and

Farming interests are apparently in 
good financial condition and the infer­ 
ence of that seems to be evidenced by the 
fact they display an unwillingness to 
part with their surplus products at any- 
tliingiless than what they deem satlsac- 
tory prices. 
Railway earnings are still 
good^ Increase in gross receipts the first 
half of November being 5*« per cent. 


While the foregoing are favorable de­ 
velopments. of the week, the fact must not 
be overlooked labor troubles, gloomy out­ 
look for building, closing down of iron and 
steel mlll.s, bla-st furnaces and leather 
tannenes and continued hesitancy in buy­ 
ing of practically all commodities are 
facto|s that mar the Industrial as well as 
commercial fabric.

A week has passed without further re­ 
duction in prices of iron and Meel and the 
sentiment in trade favors stability at the 
present position. 


Machinery and hardware have felt the 
reaction le.ss thus far than structural ma­ 
terial and other heavy shape.s, while new 
shipbuilding plants and machinery for the 
Panama canal are encouraging features of 
the future. Minor metals are quiet, aside 
from .some speculative fluctuations at 
Ijondon. 


Orders for cotton goods increase gradu­ 
ally, Iwth for immediate shipment and 
forward dellver>% and there Is Ie.ss disposi­ 
tion on the part of purchasers to secure 
concessions'in quotatioris.

ff this theory holds good next year 
ti) nm a Democratic candidate will 
In*, a worse waste of time than usual. 
Kor in the last general election the 
H«^puhiicans carried thirty stafes hav­ 
ing 
electoral votes and the Demp- 
<TatH only fifteen states having 162 
(.lectoral vofes. The Republican list 
includes lihode Island, which, while 
eU'Cting a l)(‘mocrat ic governor show­ 
ed itself overwhelmingl.y J^epublicaii 
by the election o f all the rest of the 
fir'kef. 


Of all the states that were Mc- 
i<?in.)<\v-Roosevelt state.s in 190«),Mary­ 
land alone has gone Democratic, but 
that loss of <*ight votes lias been more 
ilian offset by. a gain of the seven 
vote,M of Colorado, Idaho and ^Nfon- 
tana. Prior to 19£K) Tventueky,which 
was Republican in 1896, became Dem­ 
ocratic, but its los-s was partially off­ 
set by the winning of Nevada and 
rtah. ^iorexiver, the issues were such 
in .\faryland and its recent political 
history is such, that it is not at all 
unlikely iigain to be found Republi- 
<*au ou; national issues. For, besides 
having gone Reiniblican by substantial 
inajoritic-s in all but one election 
iince 1802; the factional differences in 
the . Jtepublican ranks, due partly to 
the unpopularity of Senator McConi- 
:is, help to e.'cpluin ,Democratic suc­ 
cess. 
Such temporary and local is­ 
sue's are not likely to operate adverse­ 
ly to Republican success next year, 
!nid it is significant that, wherever 
the 
negro 
disfrhncliisement 
law 
found a small negro population, that 
is in the “w h ite counties,” there was 
;L heavy Republican gain. 


‘ But such forecasts as these, even if 
they could be held to be convincing, 
are not particularly interesting in 
this instance, owing to the probabili­ 
ty that the election will not be close. 
As yet there is no Democratic candi- 
dkè in sight who can unite all fac­ 
tions and make possible an enthusias­ 
tic and aggressive campaign.

LOOK FOR SimiXKAGE. 


■ Disregarding the improvement in 
Wall street, thoughtful bankers are 
looking forward to the inevitable de­ 
crease; in railroad earnings. 
They 
fiay the important question is whether 
the coming shrinkage lias ben dis­ 
counted by the decline in stock val­ 
ues during the last year, and if npt, 
to what, extent such a shrinkage has 
been discounted. There arc six fac­ 
tors which must be affecting railroad 
earnings adversely: 


‘‘1. ‘ Toward the latter part of the 
year, or shortly after .Tan. 1, the com­ 
parison of the new rate put into ef­ 
fect a little less, than a yc^r ago to 
offset increases in wages will he fair 
and against itself, instead of against 
the former and lower rate, as it has 
been for the last eleven months. 


“2. A normal anthracite coal traf­ 
fic will be compared with an abnor­ 
mally large coal traffic, instead of 
with a practical absence of the coal 
traffic. 


“ÎÎ. Curtailment in the buying'of 
merchandise by the merchants of the 
roinitry will be reflected in a smaller 
movement of merchandise. 


“4. Curtailment of improvement 
and construction work by railroads 
will cause a vast shrinkage in thè 
amount of construction material car­ 
ried by railroads for their own ac- 
fftiint,, freight charges on which was 
counted as gross receipts. 


The estimated reduction of 
r»0 per cent in the volume of orders 
for, the various steel and iron pro­ 
ducts must be reflected in a greater 
reduction in the traffic arising from 
the steel trade. 
-, f‘6. There seems to be promise of 
ailower average of’freight rate ow-. 
ing to the. just demand of manufafe: 
tnreres that freight rates on various 
products be lowered^in proportion to

Every autumn, hoivever, I lake out 
the iJicks, fold hack the carpet half a 
yard or so, have the floor washed with 
a strong sud.s in w'hich borax has been 
dissolved, which means a tablespoon- 
ful to a piill of water. - 


Then 1 dust black pepper along the 
edges and retack the carpet. 


In this' way moths arc kept away, 
and, as their favorite place is In cor­ 
ners and folds, this laying back en­ 
ables one to search out and destroy 
them. 


With ingrain aud other carpets, aft­ 
er^ shaking them I liave found it a 
good plan to brighten them iu color by 
spiinkling a iKuind or two of salt over 
the surface and sweeping carefully. 
' Occasioyally r wipe oflE a carpet 
with borax ■water, using thick llaunel 
and taking care not to w'ct, but only to 
dampen, the carpet. 


The borax water is also the best 
thing fori matting. i wipe the matting 
witli the borax w’ater, using a cloth 
wet enoitgh to dampen, but not wet.
